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1. Scope — Requirements of vanadium pentoxide used for the production of ferrovanadium. 

2. Grade — Vanadium pentoxide shall be of one grade only. 

3. Supply of Material 

3.1 General Requirements — According to 13:1387-1967 ‘General requirements for the supply of 
metallurgical materials (first revision ) 

3.2 The material shall be supplied in the form of properly cleaned lumps free from any slag and 
non-metallic residues. 

4. Chemical Composition — The chemical composition of the material shall be as given in 
Table 1.
